LONDON, July 31.—A Bombay dispatch to 
the Standard says now that the effect of the 
first shock of the Candahar disaster is over, 
the situation is regarded as much more favor- 
able. It is now admitted that the garrison of 
Candahar ought to be able to hold its ground 
with ease- A private letter from Candahar 
dated the 18th instant describes the effect of 
the news of Ayoob Khan’s advance across 
Helmund as already very considerable. 
Merchants and well-to-do people were bury- 
ing their property and preparing to leave the 


city. 
NOT SO CRUSHING. 


GUETTAH, July 31.—There is no news direct 
from Candahar. The natives’ accounts do not 
describe Gen. Burrows’ defeat as crushing. 


They state the British cavalry and 
artillery were lured by the ene- 
my’s cavalry feigning a retreat into 


an ambuscade where Aykoob Khan’s army at- 
tacked them inflicting a severe loss. Gen. 
Burrow’s whole force then retreated. These 
particulars require confirmation. The forces 
retreating from Rahman and Dubrai posts 
have been relieved from Chaman Choki. 


England. 

LONDON, July 31.—A dispatch from Cabul 
says the news of the disaster had had no effect 
yet on affairs at Cabul. Matters are pro- 
gressing as before.

PaRIs, July 31.—The Cote Europeenne, 
speaking of the agricultural show, says it had 
hoped for a better harvest.. The present crisis 
is partly due to a lack of facilities of commu- 
nication with America, and that journal ad- 
vocates remission of taxation, improved 
means of transportation, and revision of the 
land tax.

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY. 


The Crow Art Building and the New 
Manual Training School. 


The Museum of Fine Arts, the munificent 
gifttof Mr. Crowtothe University, situated 
on the corner of Nineteenth and Lucas Place, 
is very nearly under roof. Thereisso much 
inside work, bowever, that the Museum will 
not be ready for occupation until after the 1st 
of January, and possibly much later. 
It will be strictly a museum—a permanent 


exhibition of paintings. sculptures, etc. No 
school will pounes any partof the building. 
A few studios will be rented to leading ar- 
tists, and the upper partof the structure 
wiil contain the most splendidly arranged 
bdllin town, which Mr. Woodward thinks 
will be ready for the commencement exer- 
cises of the University next January. Mr. 
Halsey C. Ives and Mr. Engler are now in 
Europe, purchasing paintings, sculptures, 
etc., to be placed inthe museum. 

The Manual Training School, a new, feature 
of Washington University, will open on Sep- 
tember the 6th. The institution is a novelty 
in the West, and is exciting a great 
amount of attention. This course of 
study is such as to combine regular 
ciass- work with thorough, systematic 
shop-work and instruction in the use of tools. 
Pupils will be taught to use a plane In the 
same manner that they are taught to usea 
pen. No specific trades will be learned, only 
the use of tools. The building Is fitted out 
with workshops of various ay ny over 
$6,000 worth of machine tools, run by a Cor- 
liss engine, have been already secured. It is 
notexpected that every pupil will become a 
mechanic, but he will acquire sttch knowledge 
as will enable him to understand the various 
trades and machines.

Conservative and Patriotic Expositions 
of Democratic Principles. 


GOVERNOR’S ISLAND, NEW YORK CITY, 
July 29,°1880.—GENTLEMEN: I have the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of your let- 
ter of July 13, 1880, apprising me formally of 
my nomination to the office of President of 
the United States, by the ‘**National Demo- 
cratic Convention,’’ lately assembled in Cin- 
cinrati. I accept the nomination with grate- 
ful appreciation of the confidence reposed in 


me. | 
The principles enunciated by the Conven- 
tion are those I have cherished in the past 
and shall endeavor to maintain in the future. 
The thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States, embodying the results of the war for 
the Union, are inviolable. If called to the 
Presidency I should deem it my duty to re- 
sist with all of my power any attempt to im- 
pair or evade the full force and effect of the 
Constitution, which, in every article, section 
and amendment is the supreme law of the 
land. The Constitution forms the basis of the 
Government of the United States. The powers 
granted by it to the legislative, executive 
ann judicial department define and limit the 
authority of the general Government; powers 
not delegated to the United States by the Con- 
stitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, 
belong to the States respectively or the 
people. The General and State Govern- 
ments, each acting In its Own sphere, with- 
out trenching upon the lawful jurisdiction of 
the other, constitute the Union. This Union, 
comprising a General Government with gen- 
eral powers, and State Governments with 
State powers for purposes local to the 


States, is S peeiy the foundations of which 
were laid in the profoundest 
wisdom. 


This is the Union our fathers made 
and which has been so respected abroad and 
so beneficent at home. Tried by blood and 
fire, it stands to-day a model form of free 
~ eregy government, a political system which, 
rightly administered, has been and will con- 
tinue to be the admiration of the world. May 
we not say, nearly in the words of Washing- 
ton, the unity of government which consti- 
tutes us one people is justly dearto us. Itis 
the main pillar in the edifice of our real inde- 
pendence, the support of our peace, safety 
and presperity, and of that liberty we so 
highly prize and intend at every hazard to 
preserve. 

But no form of government, however care- 
fully devised, no principle, however sound, 
will protect the rights of the people unless 
the administration is faithful and efficient. 
It is a vital principle in our system that nei- 
ther fraud nor force must be allowed to sub- 
vert the rights of the people. When fraud, 
violence or incompetence control, the noblest 
constitutions and wisest laws are useless. 
The bayonet is nota fit instrument for col- 
lecting the votes of freemen. Itisonly by a 
full vote, free ballot and fair count that the 
people canrulein fact, as required by the 
theory of our government. Take this 
soundation away and the whole structure 
alls. 

Public office is a trust, not a bounty be- 
stowed upon the holder; no incompetent or 
dishonest persons should ever be intrusted 
with it, or if appointed they should be 
promptly ejected. ‘Ibe basis of a substantial, 
practica] civil service reform must first be es- 
tablished by the peoplein filling the elective 
oflices. If theytix a high standard of qualiti- 
cations for office, and sternly reject the eor- 
rupt and incompetent, the result wiil be de- 


) 


cisive iv governing the action of the servants 


whom they intrust with appointing power. 
The wee for the Union was successfullv 
closed more than fifteen years ago. All 
classes of our people must share alike in the 
blessings of the Union, and are equally coa- 
cerned in its perpetuity and in the proper 
sdministration of public affairs. We are in 
a state of profound peace. Henceforth let it 
be our purpose to cultivate sentiments of 
friendship and not of animosity among our 
fellow-citizens. Our material interests, 
varied and progressive, demand our constant 


and united efforts. A sedulous and 
scrupulous ‘care of the public credit, 
tozether with a wise and economical 


mamagementofour governmental expendi- 
tures,should be maintained, 1n order that la- 
bor may be lightly burdened and that all per- 
sons may be protected in their rights to the 
fruits of their own industry. The time has 
come to enjoy the substantial benefits of con- 
ciliation. Asone people we have common in- 
terests. Letus encourage the harmony and 
generous rivalry among our own industries 
which will revive our languishing merchant 
marine, extend our commerce with foreign 
nations, assist our merchants, manufacturers 
and producers to develop our vast natural re- 
sources and increase the prosperity and hap- 
piness of our people. 


If elected I shall, with the Dtvine favor, 


labor with what ability I possess to discharge 
my duties with fidelity, according to my con- 
Victions, and shall take care to protect and 
defend the Union, and tosee that the laws be 
faithfully and equally executed in all parts of 
the country alike. I will assume the respons- 
ibility fully sensible of the fact that to ad- 
minister rightly the functions of Government 
is to discharge the most sacred duty that can 
devolve upon an American citizen.

Crossing the English Channel. 
| From the Boston Herald. | 


The proposed cbannel tunnel between Eng- 
gland and France seems likely to be built. 
One shaft has been sunk to the required 
depth, and it is asserted that in about eigh- 
teen months at least two and a half miles will 
bave been bored under the channel and that 
the work will be completed in four years, 
probably by boring from each end. There 
are evidently, however, contingencies, such 
as a breakin the rock, which may destroy the 
whole enterprise. Meantime another boid 
scheme for crossing the channel contemplates 
a lime of steel tubes sixteen feet in diameter 
bailasted so as to weigh one and one-quarter 
tons to the foot less than the water displaced, 
and held at a depth of thirty-five feet below 
the surface (so as not toimpede navigation) 
by being anchored by chains to caissons suak 
to the bottom. Through this floating tunnel 
of twenty miles or so it is proposed that rail- 
way trains shall pass.

DECREES OF FASHION. 
What the Authorities of Paris and New 
| from the New York Times. | 

American and English ladies are much more 
venturous in adopting styles than French 
ladies. Many of the fashions brought out in 
France are not ingeneral use there until they 
have been employed sometimes for two or 
three years in Engisnd or America. This has 
been exemplified by the use of large hats and 
small capes, and the latest example is in the 
present use of hoods on the back of garments. 
English ladies have worn these hoods for the 
past three years, lined with bright colors, and 
at present they are the rage in Paris. There 
is a great difference, however, in the cut of 
the garments over which these hoods are 
worn, the French being much more elegant 
and graceful. The small visite with a hood 
is in great demand. The hood is generally 
lined with plain, striped or checked bright 
colored silk. 

Waists ‘tala Vierge’’ are still in general 
favor, ee whenthe material is light 
like surah or *“‘yoilede nonne.” A toilet of 
the last named goods, which 1s most suitable 
for a blonde, is thus made: The ‘‘voile”’ is of 
the most transparent kind. The skirt is 
trimmed with gathered flounces, which have 
shirred headings, and are bordered witha 
trimming of deep “point d’Alencon’’ lace. 
The front and sides of the skirt are covered 
with flounces. On the upper partof the dress 
is a tiny scarf, having a small square end fall- 
ing down the back. This is slightly draped, 
and drawp through chenille ioops, with gilt 
threads intermixed. The pointed waist has a 
surab Par sony mes. the upper part of which is 
shirred, the lower part forming on the point 
microscopic gathers. On tne back is a bow 
which forms the basque. It is of plaited 
surah, gathered ‘‘voile,’? and shell-shaped 
lace. This bow, when well made, is some- 
thing quite novel, and can not be imitated by 
any but an expert hand. 

All the old styles are now brought out as 
novelties. Antique shades, such as Titien 
red, Veronese green, pheasant green, and 
lapis blue, are to be the fashionable colors 
next winter, These huesseem very odd after 
the pale tints, such as sky blue, flesh color, 
and water green, which are so much Worn at 
present. A most peculiar matinee is made of 
Veronese green surah. Tbe small garment 
is shirred witha kind of straight cachemire 
vest underneath. The surah sleeves havea 
high trimming on the shoulder. 

A toilet combining all the novelties of the 
season may be _ describedasfollows: The 
round skirt is of surah marveilleux, in faded 
beliotrope color. The large plaited flounce is 
covered with crossed draperies, which are 
fastened inthe back. The **surcot Veronese”’ 
waist is of silk knitted work. It laces in the 
back, and the lower part is covered q@ith a 
drapery matching those onthe flounce. The 
surah hood is flat and trimmed with satin 
ribbon. ‘The small straight collar is of helio- 
trope velvet, embroidered with gold. The 
cuffs are of the same velvet, trimmed to 
match. 

Very showy small visites are worn. Some 
of these are of brass colored plush, trimmed 
with fringes of gold beads; others are of 
surah, embroidered with beaded flowers, 
and bead ornaments fall loose over the gar- 
ment. Small mantillas of purple surah are 
embroidered with beads in the same color. 

White toilets retain theirfavor. ‘*Mousse- 
line de laine’? is more popular than anything 
else. It has several names, such as “‘voile de 
nonne”’ **voile de l’Inde crepe,’’ and others. 
The material is light and supple. White 
batiste is also among the favorite materials. 
These suits bave often scarfs of flowered 
foulard, which add much totheir beauty. 
One of these dresses, just made in Paris for 
an Italian Countess, was a white batiste 
skirt, plaited to within sixteen inches of 
the waist, where the plaits were fastened by 
tem rows of shirrs. On the middle of the 
skirt was a pio® surah scarf with printed de- 
signs of butterflies. This was fastened in 
the back, a little toward the left side, in a 
small puff. The shirred waist opened in 
heart shape over the oOreast and in the 
back. On the inside of the front piece 
was a crepe plaiting. On the outside, both 
back and front, was a lace trimming. The 
shirrs on the waist extended over the basque, 
and the waist was marked by a piece of waite 
rep ribbon with a buckle, a littie to- 
ward the side. Around the neck was a neck- 
lace of small mixed flowers, which also form- 
edamedaillionin front. ~° 

Light blue and pink Fe a with blue, 
pink, and corn-colored stripes, make very 
fresh-looking summer toilets. They are 
trimmed with white lace and very large rib- 
bon loops. Suits are also to be seen of cream- 
colored *‘voile,’’ with stripes and threads 
running through the goods in gray, red, green 
and brown. 

Suits of ordinary wear are made of madras 
in large red and biue checks. Thereis quite 
an ait in making mgt and checked goods 
well. When badly disposed they are = to 
make astout person look. larger, or a slight 
figure seem too small. In consequence of this, 
all plaid goods, whether of silk, worsted, or 
linen, are cut and trimmed in about the same 
way. The flounces are rather deep, with the 
stripes across forming a bordering above the 
het). The double apron has a striped border- 
ing. This may be replaced by —" points, 
which form an open tunique. The tunique 
and ends, in the back, are trimmed with cor- 
ners ofthe checks. The apron may be cut 
bias, or plaited lengthwise, alternating with 
plain stripes. 


Drinking Water.

Sir Henry Thompson advises tourists in 
Europe to drink mineral waters exclusively, 
and when these cannot be obtained—which 
rarely happens at any tolerably good Conti- 
nental hotel—tea is asafe substitute. It is 
so if the water usedin makiog it has been 
boiled, the last-named condition only insur- 
ing the safety ofthe drink. He thinks that 
tourists owe their attacks of fever more to 
drinking water contaminated by severage 
matter than to the malarious influences which 
pervade certain districts of Southern Europe. 


The only water, safe for the  tray- 
eler to drink is _ natural miner- 
al water, and such is now always pro- 


curable throughout Europe, except in very 
remote or unfrequented places. In the latter 
circumstances no admixture of wine or spirit 
counteracts the poison in tainted water, and 
makes it safe to drink, as people often delight 
to believe; but the simple process of boi! ng 
it renders it  appeone harmless; and this re- 
sultis readily attained in 

making weak tea, to be taken 
in making toast-water, 
lemonade.

A Duel Fought to the Death.

A duel was fought near Jacksboro, Camp- 
bell County, Tuesday night, which resulted 
in the instant death of the two principals, 
John W. Bibee and B. F. Roach.

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HANCOCK’S LETTER. 

Gen. Hancock’s letter of acceptance, 
which we print in another column, is lack- 
ing in length and breadth and in the 
frothy, ornate utterance common 
to the man who makes politics a trade; but 
it is clear and conclusive on the main 
points. The writer accepts the nomina- 
tion, stands unequivocally upon the Cin- 
cinnati platform and promises, if elected to 
the Presidency, to see that the laws are ex- 
ecutcd; that the policy of the Democratic 
party is carried out and that’ the 
country, so far as he is able to bring 
it abovt, is made to enter upon an era 
of perfect reconciliation and happiness. 
The custom which has sprung up 
among national candidates of writing 
grandiose letters of acceptance which affect 
to be interpretations of party platforms, 
but which are at best sinipisms for thé van- 
ity bumps of the writers, has been honored 
at astin the breach. Gartield,like the petti- 
fogger and special attorney that he is,makes 
an ambitious attempt at statesmanship in 
his letterand succeeds only in elaboratiag 
and burying beneath verbiage the well- 
known principles and aims of his party, as 
expressed at various times in platforms. 
goes directly to the point 
and modestly, as becomes a man 
whose life has been spent otherwise 
than in attending party caucuses and rally- 
ing around the ballot-box, indorses the 
platform which has been built for him 
and does not pretend to know more than 
the united wisdom which brought it into 
existence. Compared with his manly ut- 
terances the pedantic, conceited effusion 
of Garfield is as the bedecked and be- 
dizened drum-major beside the stern, 
thoughtful victor at Austerlitz in his red- 
ingote gray and cocked hat of the Brienne 
school. There may be some empty-head- 
ed people who will see in Garfield’s string 
of partisan platitudes the evidences of 
broad statesmanship, but the verdict of the 
country will pve that Hancock has said about 
‘ll that is necessary and has said it 
in a practical and sensible way.

The effort has been made more than 
once without success. We are glad to 
heag that in this instance it will be thor- 
ough and that the undertaking will have all 
the advantages that capital and energy can 


impart. 
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WITH a clumsiness almost amounting to 
the ridiculous the Radical organ in this

Imagination 
fails to picture what would have been the 
probable fate of the dissipated ex-army of- 
ficer who used to haul wood into St. Louis 
from a little farm on the Gravois road if it 
hadn’t occurred. to the people of the South 
to indorse Zach Chandler’s theory that a 
little blood-letting was necessary to the 
health of the Republic. There is scarcely 
aman prominent inthe Republican party 
to-day who does not date his nobility and 
influence from the firing on Fort Sumter, 
and it is downright shabby to taunt Han- 
cock with the fact that his greatness was 
carved out of the greatest of modern 
wars, 
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THERE is no counting on a mule—or an 
Indian. A few days ago we were advised 
that the Utes were betraying an unruly 
spirit and that it was altogether improba- 
ble that they would accept the treaty 
patched up for them by a Government com- 
mission.

Complaint has 
been made to Secretary Evarts, butit is 
not probable anything very vigorous will be 
done to yindicate the dignity of the United 
States flag. Under Republican misman- 
agement our navy and marine service has 
become so weak and defenseless that 
almost any little power in Europe can 
board and inspect our vessels without fear 
of punishment. Spain has been especially 
insolent in this direction, another ship, the 
Silas Newcomb, having within the last 
month been compelled to heave to in def- 
erence to one of Alphonso’s men-of-war. 
The superannuated old scows that con- 
stitute the glorious American navy only 
serve to excite the derision of maritime 
powers. 
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NOTWITHSTANDING the fact that history 
and «xperience demonstrate that the average 
man is a fraud and entirely unworthy of con- 
idence, women keep right on marrying them 
and endowing them with their affection and 
their goods. The experience of ages counts 
for nothing, though the case of Mary Ste- 
phan, of this eity, ought to be worth some- 
thing as an awful warning. A few months 
ago Mary was the possesser of a lot of 
hard cash and was her own mistress. In 
an evil moment she was induced to enter into 
a matrimonial partnership with George Ste- 
phan. At his instance she purchased 
a flatboat and this moveable domi- 
cile became their joint home. The 
vessel was moored at the foot of 
Arsenal street. Mary, who has been acting 
as mate, now appearsinthe Circuit Court 
and asks for a divorce from the commander. 
She alleges that George recently threw a ket- 
tle of hot coffee in her face, that he frequent- 
ly beats her and threatens to shoot her, and 
she isin hourly fear that he will throw her 
into the river. As po vessel can get en with 
a mutinous crew of this character it is to be 


hoped that the court will burry up the case 
and give Mary her divorce and flatboat. After 


her unhappy experience she will probably 
conclude to fill the position of Captain on 
that craft herself. 


A NEW religious sect has been started in 
Jackson and Macon counties, Tennessee, by an 
inspired farmer named Sage. He insists on 
going about the country wearingas his proph- 
et’s mantle an old tow-sack literally covered 
with ashes. Hehas hit upon another idea— 
only second tothatof the sack and ashes; 
when he preaches he takes the sandals from 
his feet, saying ‘*This is boly ground,” and is 
imitated by the faithful. He has secured a 
following of two or three hundred persons in 
the heart of the most intelligent portion of 
the State. When Hawthorne once beard some 
neighbors extolling the popularity of a new- 
comer in New England, he dryly inquired 
‘*Wittt new style of religion has he in- 
vented?’’

How a Tourist Party Celebrated 
the Fourth. 


Interesting and Instractive Notes of 
Travel. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

GRAND HOTEL, VENICE, ITALY, July 4. 
—After putting such a glorious date at the 
top of this sheet of paper how can I look 
backwards to te)] you where we have been 
since I wrote last? I see, think, feel, hear, 
realize Venice, and only Venice. Tne beau- 
tiful fascinating city of the sea—surely she 
has won a place in my heart which must ever 
be first. Iam false even to my own dear 
New England birth- place, yet not so, for my 
love for Boston is that of a child for its moth- 
er, while Venice isto me what his beautiful 
mistress 1s to a true-hearted lover. 

Don’t sccuse your usualiy somewhat prosa- 
ic correspondent of sentimentalism, unless 
vou have been bere and have yourseif experi- 
enced the subtie, indefinable charm that takes 
complete bold upon one, and calls forth eve- 
ry particle of enthusiasm, however dormant 
it may have been for vears. [specially 
is Venice delightfully restful him 
whose head and heart is weary 
as well as his physical frame, 
for the perfect quiet calm that broods over 
the entire city is broken only by the melodl- 
ovs bum of Italian voices, or by the clear 
tones of the many church bells that so often 
cal} to prayer. There is not a cart or 
a beast of burden in the citv, except, 
{ must in truth say, the women, who 
go about with poles balanced over their 
right shoulders, suspended from each end of 
which is a beavy copper kettle of ancient ap- 
pearance, in which they carry milk or water. 
I wondered a little where the water came from 
till vesterday, when, as we happy ‘Tourjeans 
were landing from our gondolas and passing 
through a sort of open square to Visit a cer- 
tain famous cburch, I saw a group of women, 
each with ber brace of pails,clustered around 
a mifsive stone well, which was raised above 
the ground by three or four steps. In the 
most primitive fashion they were drawing up 
the water by main strength and aniron chain. 
On the well was an inscription of which 1 
could only make out the date, MDLVII. 

It was ‘from round about this well. by-the- 
way,andoutof the canal near by, where 
the litle ragamufiins had been 
bathing when we arrived, and whencé they 
quickly emerged and unblushingiv clad their 
supburned little bodiesin unmended shirt 
and trousers, thata dozen or so of the most 
comical young Venetians contributed greatly 
10 our amusement, by turning the most ridi- 
culous somersaults on the steps of the | 
chureh, risking their craniume With uties ! 
delight, and tumbling over each other like ro 
many puppies after coppers flung by some of 
our wealthy party. Spch fighting and scram- 
bling and bumping of beads vou cannot im- 
agine. A copper gained went straightway 
into the cheek of the fortunate young speciu- 
tatur, giving their facesa very plump ex- 

ression and suggesting canker. Growing 
bolder as they saw our good humor—we were 
wailing for the key-bearer to the sighs 
of which we were in search—they 
crowded round us witb caps in hand and su:h 
Judicrous expression of happy-go-lucky bez- 
vary on their faces that many a penny was 
forth oming:; in every which instance there 
ensued ageneral knocking of heads among 
the rival claimants. Onevery bright young- 
ster bestowed such asiap upon the face of a 
jess brilliant brother in the csuse that the 
eense of retaliation was roused in the breast 
of a certain young lxudy from Milwaukee, wao 
seems to have constituted herself chief coun- 
sel, magistrate and executioner tothe entire 
party as wellastothe public at large, and 
who acted forthwith in her latter capacity, by 
ge’ boxing the ears of the young cul- 
pit. You sbould have seen the mixture of 
expressions on that dark young face as he 
formeda big but voiceless ‘*Oh!’? with his 
mouth, clapped his hand totbe punishe1 spot 
and then, with mischief dancing in his eyes, 
but with a very solemn air, wet his forefiin- 
ger in bismouth and rubbed his head, whica 
must have rung withthe blows administered 
by the hand of justice. But an instant later, 
seeing that be had roused our merriment by 
hiv droileryv, he made copiial of his misfortune 
by presenting his capinan utterly irresisti- 
ble manney, and with satisfactory results, I 
ould jadge, by the subsequent extension of 
his cheeks. 

Hiow can I tell you about our sigbt-seeing 
here? It is an impossibility,andit would 
only tantalize you, too. Itis only by coming 
and seeing for yourself that you can really 
understand, 1n the least. the wonderful! beau- 
ty of St. Mark’s, which is one gorgeous 
mass of exquisite mosaic, inside and out, 
but which is so rapidly falling to decay that 
the beautiful floorisatrap for the unwary 
foot, being sunken and uneven to a degree 
you cannot believe without either having or 
witnessing the experience of a young English 
girl, who was walking sedately in the church 
last Sunday, but, chancing to giance up at 
our assembled multitude. stepped onan in- 
clined plain of glassy stone, slipped and fell 
her whole length on the hard pavement. Her 
attendant raised her quickly, and she left the 
ehurch on his arm, butit is impossible that 
she should not have been badly bruised by 
such a fall. 

Totell you of the Doge’s Palace, of the 
Bridge of Sighs and the fearful dungeons; of 
the lofty Campanile with its endless inclined 
plane, up which Napoleon rode on horseback, 
and which—so says the conductor—the most 
delicate lady may ascend on foot, with its 
lovely view of the city as areward; ofthe many 
churches with their art treasures and the 
palaces of royalty—to attempt a description 
of these things is far beyond my pen or ambi- 
tion. but I do wish I could translate you into 
St. Mark’s Square on one of these lovely 
evenings, whem the military band is playing 
choice music, the shops making a most brill- 
jant display of all their tempting wares, and 
the people, native and foreign, walking about 
or silting atthe multitudinous little tab! 
ea‘ing Venetian creams andsippingicelw’ —. 
1 wish I could take you with me ia one of ine 
softly-cushioned, gracefully-shaped sna 
deliciously-gliding gondolas, on the 
gieamipg, quivering waters, and that 
the gondoliers—who are most romantic, in- 
teresting fellows, whatever Mark T'waiao or 
anybody eise may say to the coutrary, but 
who can neither understand your good 
English nor your bad French, and with 
whom jou can converse only by recklessly 
astentinvg S91 si! 8ji!’? to 
all their kindly 
Passing wonders in the way of 
palaces, etc.—might row us for hours 
throuch this dreamland of perfect ecstacy, 
like which there is noting else inthe world, 
and beside whose charm even that of the, 
mighty watersof the great Atlantic fairly 

ales. I have told you how I love the ocean, 
Put Venice 1s now far deerer to me. 

I fall into gush here as natural as Wezg 
did, of old, into poctry, but to re- 
luctaptly chan the subject, 1 will 
tel) you that we t forget Independence 
Day.

And now all those fascinating little shops 
with which Venice abounds are beckoning 
me irresistibly with their jeweled fingers,and 
if you only knew how hard it has been for me 
to stay up here and write to you 
this morning. A long journey through 
the perplexing passages and up and 
down the rambling marble _ stairways 
of this strange but lovely hotel, which was a 
fine old palace once, an exit bv the back door, 
anda short cut through the funniest and 
narrowest alleys which you can conceive, will 
bring one to the goal of my heart’s desire at 
this present moment. [So good-bye—alas, 
and alas !—good-bye from Venice.

| Panama Cor. New York Times, | 


Lima, the capital of Peru, seems to be doom- 
ed, asthe Chilian Admiral, by recent ac- 
counts from Panama, has threatened that the 
city will, when taken, be given up to destrux- 
lion. Its present population is something 
over 170,000, and its generally splendid pub- 
lie buildings entitle it to the distinction of 
the bandsomest capital in South America. 
Standing on an extensive plain, which rises 
sradualiy from the sea, it makes a magnifi- 
cent appearance, as viewed from Callao, with 
iis Many domes and spires yxlittering in the 
sun. The Rimac flows through thecity. and 
iscrossed bya superb stone bridge of six 
arches, built more thantwo and a half cen- 
turies ago. The bridge connects the city pro- 
per with the suburbs of San Lazaro, contain- 
ing two delightful promenades, bordered by 
double rows of trees.

Charles A. Dana at Home.

Disoris Island, the hot weather home of 
Mr. Dana, is off Glen Cove, on the northern 
shore of Lovg Island. A bridge connects it 
with the main land. Itis park-like and at- 
tractive, particularly at this season of the 
year. Itis farm-iike, too, for Mr. Dana finds 
diversion in agriculture. He is an enthusias- 
tic breeder of fine fowls and cattle, as well as 
of degs, for which he has a great fondness. 
Riding along a broad carriage-way, a some- 
what old-fashioned, but large, well kept and 
sightly wooden house is reached. Unosten- 
tatious evidences of wealth and taste are vis- 
ible on every hand. The place afforas a wide 
view of the sound, from which come water- 
cooled breezes. Inside the housethe ex- 
penditure of money for comfort is even more 
noticeable, amd nowhere is there a sacrifice 
of comfortfor show.

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A Miniature Caloric Engine. 
| From the Pittsburg Gazetie. | 

Amid the ponderous machinery on the third 
floor of the Delamater Iron Works, New 
York, there stands a modest little engine -le- 
signed by Capt. John Ericsson. Althouch it 
has no boiler, and is without valves of any 
kind, it was pumping a column of water into 
atub. Atthe first glance itis impossible to 
discover where the power originates that 
moves the parts. A close inspection, how- 
ever, discovers that three gas jets burn under 
a closed cylinder. This heats the air within 
the cylinder, which expands and forces a pis- 
ton up through the cylinder head. The air is 
cooledinthe upper partofthe cylinder by 
means of what is galled a water-jacket, and 
its consequent contraction brings the pistoa 
back again. With the gauve indicating a pres- 
sure of twenty poundstothe square inch, 
this little engine pumped 200 gallons of water 
forty-six feet an hour. One of the peculiari- 
ties of this littte engine is that it requires no 
attention. It will run noiselessiy day and 
night, Without variation in power, by rmcans 
of three ordinary gas jets, or tifteen cubic feet 

er hour. This being the case, the cost per 


: our of such an engine usedin pumping Cro- 


ton to the top of a high building in New York, 
would be about three cents, reckoning gas at 
#2 per thousand cubicfeet. Inthe country a 
coal furnace could be used. The same air is 
heated over and over again. The intensity of 
the heat witbin the cylinder is only about 400 
degrees Fabrenheit, and sufficient power to 
burst the cylinder head. itis said, could not 
be generated within the cylinder. It is said 
this engimme can be used successfully against a 
head of 150 feet of water. Ic occupies aspace 
upon the floor 39 by 20 inches, and is 48 inch- 
es high. Its running is noiseless. 


The Biggest Gambling on Record.

Play has run so hich of late at the St. 
Petersburg Yacht Club that the most august 
personages in Russia have felt themselves 
called uponto check the gambling propensi- 
ties of the reckless Bovars, wh recent in- 
ordinate gains and losses have been brought 
under their cognizance. ‘The particular epi- 
sode which prompted imperial intervention 
was the changing of hands, within a week, of 
no less than £600,000 in the play rooms of the 
club. More than haif of that enormous sum 
was lost by Prince Demidoff of San Donato 
to his cousin, Col. Count Schouvaloff—not the 
diplomatist, but an altde-de-camp to the 
Czar. This stupendous gambling transaction 
came to the ears of Count Loris Melikoff, who 
deemed it his duty to report the matter to the 
Emperor, craving his Majesty’s permission 
to dissolve the club. This crowning disaster 
tothe jeunesse doree of the Russian capital 
was averted through the interposition of the 
Grand Duke Viadimir; but the Czar sent for 
Count Schouvaloff, and laki his commands 
upon that gentleman to return seven-eighths 
of his winnings to Prince Demidoff, observ- 
ing that ‘*he mivht be very well satisfied with 
having gained $40,000 at a game ofcards.”’ It 
is soneiees to say that his Majesty’s orders 
were carried out to the letter.

Suits for a Million and a Half of Dollars 
Filed To-Day. 


A Long List of Prominent Defendants 


Asked to Come Up’and Settle. 


The whole insurance litigation, has, 
in a measure, dropped out of the public mind 
since the developments made by the deposi- 
tions of Chas. H. Peck, JobnG. Priest and 
others, lastsummer. The old complications 
of the St. Louis Mutual, the Columbia 
Life and the Mound City Life have never been 
thoroughly untangied, and this morniag in 
the Circuit Clerk’s office a number of new 
suits were filed by different plaintiffs against 
the officers of ail the companies. Lewis V. 


Hake brings suit against George J. 
Davis, James Lupe, Eliza Stone, D. C. Stone, 
Joseph Bogy, Ben Williams and Norman J. 
Coiman, which is the starting point of the 
new litigation. The plaintiff, Mr. Hake, 
brings suit for himself and ali other poliey- 
holders and creditors of the Mound City Life, 
alias St. Louis, alias Columbia Life Insur- 
ance Company. The creditors are very num- 
erous, being over a _ thousand in 
number and claiming $200,000 = of 
debt due them by the many-named company. 
Hake himself claims by virtue of policy 7,341 
for $1,191 19 in the St. Louis Life. He re- 
cites the following 

HISTORY OF THE TROUBLES: 
In October, 1877, the St. Louis Life was dis- 
solved by the court and Lazelie E. 
Alexander appointed rec:iver, with no 
assets to pay the debt of the 
company. Its mame was first ehanged 
to the Mound City Mutual and the capital 
made 900,000. In February, 1874, the name 
was changed to the St. Louis Life, and the 
capital increased to $1,000,000. In June, 
1876, the pame was Once more changed to the 
Coiumbia Life. Soon after the increase of 
stock to $1,000,000 the petition alleges that 
the defendants James Lupe, Norman J. Col- 
man, Joseph Bogy, D. C. Stone, George J. 
Davis, Ben. Williams, and two other persons, 
A. M. Britton and 8S. W. Lomax, conceived 
the design of speculating on the stock 
of the company. All of the allega- 
tions which follow are taken from 
the body of the petition. These 
men formed themselves secretly into a **pool”’ 
or syndicate to obtain possession of the stock; 
they used the funds or the company to buy 
up this stock to the amount of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars, all of which was 
held in the nameof A. M. Britton as trustee 
for the syndicate, and bis personal notes 
were substituted for the funds as they were 
taken outin the purchuse of the stock, and 
were made payable tothe other members of 
the pool. 

THE BOOKS 

were purposely kept in such a confused man- 
ner that this couldgnot be found out. Some 
of the notes were endorsed by the 
syndicate and passed into the possessiou 
of tbe Pxchange Bank, where they matured 
February 12,1875, to the amount of $149,- 
92740. To meetthis, the board of directors 
ordered Britton to make a note as president 
of the company for $250,000, which§was nego- 
tiated tothe Exchange Bank. A check was 
then drawn against this amount for $149,927 40 
to pay the notes already matured, and Brit- 
ton’s note tor this amount was taken by the 
pool, unendorsed and guaranteed only by the 
worthless collateral of the stock. Britton be- 
ing himself insolvent atthe time,this note 
was passed back and forward until it becomes 
almost impossible to follow its migratiens 
on the books, aud Britton finally paid it wish 
stock of the company, which was worth 
nothing atall. Sothe plaintiff prays for this 
$149,927 40. Again,the petition states that 
Lupe, Bogy und Stone agreedto furnish 
siocks, bonds and securities to 
be exhibited to the losurance Superin- 
tendent when he made his eXamination in 
orderto impress him with the belief that 
they were owned by the company and that 
it was financially healthy: also for the specu- 
lative effect tnat this showing would have on 
the value of the stock, of which the pool held 
$287,900 at thistime. For this 

FRAUDULENT USE OF SECURITIES 
Stone received $2,497 50, Bogy $2,263, Lupe 
$753 45. This payment of $5,513 95 
was a breach of trust, and piaintitf 
asks for its recovery also. Later the directors 
declared a divident of ten per cent and. the 
pool paid themselves $28,790 out of the as- 
sets of the company, when there was really 
no surplus at all, and the plaintiff 
asks that for this action the 
be made pay back $100,000, which is the full 
= of the ten per cent dividend then de- 
clared.

Priest was a director of the St. Louis Mutual 
Life in the latter part of 1873, and that he 
was offered $15,000 to forward the 
reinsurance of the policies inthe Mound 
City. Itis alleged that Mr. Priest accepted 
this money, that this was a betrayal of trust, 
and the plaintiff seeks to recover the full 
$15,000 with compound interest from Febru- 
ary 20, 1874.
